tions. Mr. Pitcairn's object in priDtins these Memoirs, 
is to illustrate the Auchindranc trial, which will be 
nven in Part VI. of his collection of Criminal Records. 
The narratives interspersed with this trial, afford the 
fullest account of the deadly feuds which a:ave rise to 
R series of bloodshed and violence^ of which Sir Walter 
•Scott has afforded but a faint outline in his preface to 
tkc Drama of Auchindrane. There are few things 
more extraordinary in the Scottish annate than this 
family history, disclosing- as it does, a state of society 
in Carrick, of which few persons had any previous 
knowledge or idea. Uter^ly every man's hand was 
"aguinst his brother." The houses of Cassillis, Bar. 
gimy, and Coliean, having separate interests, and each 
struggling for the mastery were involved in perpetual 
broils. The story of Auchindrane, intere^tiug and unique 
as it certainly is, was a mere interlude to the general 
Melee. The Life of Alex. Alexander, written by him- 
self, and edited by John Hn well, author of '* Journal of 
aSoldier," *• Life of John NichoU," &c. is in the press. 
This singular niece of autobiography exhibits most mi- 
QBtely and faitnfuUy, the real Adventnres of Alexander 
Alexander, the diaowned son of a gentleman in the 
West of Scotland. It commences with infancy, tra- 
verses three qoarters of the globe, and comprehends a 
period of nearly fifty years of the life of a man who 
MS been placed in many trying situations, as a soldier, 
an overseer in the West Indies, and an officer in the 
patriot armies of South America. — The Greek (iram- 
mar of Dr. Frederick TTiiersch, translated from the 
German, with brief remarks, by Professor Landford, 
18 Id the press. — Atttmpta in Verse, by John Jones, an 
old servant : with some account of the writer ; ;ind an 
iBtrodiictory Essay on the Lives and Works of unedu. 
fated Poets, by Robert Southey, L.L.D. is preparing 
for publication. — The Proeress of Society, a work by 
thelate Dr. Robert Hamilton, Professor of Matlwma- 
ncs in the Mareschal College and University of Aber- 
deen, is about to appear. Dr. Hamilton was cngagfd 
for many years in writing this work, and continued to 
revise ana improve it until within a few days of his

Also the 
ubrary of Modem Travels, Voyages, end Discoveries;

nile Library, addressed to the youth of both sexes.— 
Mr. Madden, the traveller in Turkey, is preparing an 
Eastern Tale, in the manner of Anastasius. — Messrs. 
Black, Young and Young, the publishers of Dr. Web- 
ster's Dictionary of the English Language, announce 
their intention to publish the Introduction to the work 
ui a separate form.
